Trunk latch safety kits unveiled by GM 


On December 16, Rep. Bart 
Stupak (D-Menominee) joined 
General Motors (GM) officials, 
national safety experts, and Sen. 
Orrin Hatch (R-Utah), at the nation- 
al unveiling of a hardware kit 
designed to help prevent the deaths 
of children due to being locked in 
vehicle trunks. 

Stupak has been the leader in urg- 
ing the automotive industry to find 
ways to prevent these accidental 
deaths. 

Ron Zarella, GM’s executive vice 
president and the president of GM 
North America, said the $50 kits are 
intended to prevent the kinds of 
tragedies that claimed the tives of 
11 children in three separate inci- 
dents in New Mexico, Utah and 
Pennsylvania this past summer. 

Stupak termed GM's announce- 
ment “a positive first step” toward 
making American automobiles safer 
for both children and adults. “lam 
very happy to see the industry vol- 
untarily working to find a solution 
to this problem,” Stupak said. 

The unveiling of the GM trunk 
latch kit is one facet of a larger 
attack on the problem of vehicle 
trunk latches, which not only entrap 
children but also, because of the 
lack of any kind of internal release, 
allows trunks to be used in kidnap- 
ping or carjacking incidents. 

GM officials said their dealer- 


installed trunk latch kit will contain 
a modified trunk latch that requires 
a lever to be manually reset before 
the trunk lid will close. The manu- 
al reset is easily operated by adults 
standing outside the car, but 
requires “a level of dexterity that 
most very young children do not 
possess.” according to GM’s news 
release. 

As described, the kits also contain 
an escape handle. mounting hard- 


ware, lighting that will allow the 
escape handle to be seen more easi- 
ly by young children who may 
become trapped in a trunk, and a 
strap to prevent children from enter- 
ing the trunk from the passenger 
compartment in vehicles that allow 
such access. 

The kits are designed to be used 
on most of GM's 1990 and newer 
family passenger vehicles. The kits 
are due out early in 1999. 


What exactly is Kwanzaa? 


The celebration of Kwanzaa, 
observed by many African 
Americans throughout the country, 
was created in 1966 by Maulana 
Karenga. 

Kwanzaa is a Swahili word 
meaning “first fruits,” is a cultural, 
rather than religious, holiday. 
According to Elizabeth James. 
librarian at the University of 
Michigan’s Center for 
Afroamerican and African Studies, 
its focus is based on the Nguzo 
Saba, the Seven Principles of 
Kwanzaa which includes such 
concepts as unity and self-determi- 
nation. 

The celebration begins 
December 26 and ends January 1. 
During the week, participants dec- 
orate their homes with various 


objects which serve as instructive 
and inspirational metaphors. One 
example is the Mkeka, which sym- 
bolizes the foundation upon which 
all else rests. 

“These items represent the 
African-American connection to 
Africa,” said James. She explains 
that they symbolize the Harvest 
Festival in western Africa and its 
continued celebration by those of 
Afroamerican heritage. 


Kwanzaa has grown to become a 
wonderful, healing and reviving 
non-exclusionary festival, James 
said.

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AT THIS TIME of year, the thoughts of most 
Americans once more have centered on that part 
of the world where the miracle of the first 
Christmas occurred. 

At the great Christian feast of Christmas, our 
minds and hearts focus on the hills and plains of 
what we now call the Middle East -- that part of 
the world which saw the birth of the Christ Child, 
the Messiah, the Prince of Peace. 

But Christmas time 1998 still echoes with the 
sounds and destruction of war, not peace. 

It is ironic -- blasphemous, perhaps -- that the 
latest long-range military attack by the United 
States against the obstinate and double-dealing 
leadership of Iraq came at what is arguably the 
holiest time of the year for much of the world. 

Not only Christians celebrate a great holy feast 
at this season, but so do believers in other reli- 
gions. 

For those who follow the Jewish faith and tra- 
dition, the time of Hanukkah is just past. 

For those of the Muslim faith -- perhaps the 
most widespread religion in the world -- the holy 
period of Ramadan is underway. 

But in the strategy rooms of the U.S. govern- 
ment, and in the defensive bunkers in Baghdad, 
these have been the time of bombs and missiles 
and war. 

The sadness of the reality is heightened by the 
timing of the attack.

PROVOCATION FOR the attack certainly 
was present. The United Nations team combing 
Iraq for illegal weapons of mass destruction were 
being shut out by Iraqi leader Saddam Hussein,

who forestalled an earlier threat of bombing by 
agreeing to permit unhampered inspection by 
U.N. teams. 

Hussein reneged, and the cards were on the 
table again. 

But why right now? Why the day after Mr. 
Clinton returned from a peace-keeping trip to 
Israel and Palestine, which produced negligible 
progress in that process? Why the day before the 
U.S. House was to begin debating Mr. Clinton’s 
impeachment? 

Why at this time? 

Those who suspected political motives by the 
President for the timing of the attack perhaps 
might be excused for such dark thoughts. 

Mr. Clinton opened himself to political suspi- 
cions by a pattern of consistent duplicity and 
lying, and misleading his friends, his foes and the 
public. 

How far would Mr. Clinton go to protect him- 
self politically? How could his words and actions 
be trusted? Only look at the sad record: If Mr. 
Clinton’s motives are suspect, it’s his own fault. 

But as commander-in-chief, as well as presi- 
dent, he was in a box on action against Iraq. If 
not now, when? 

If he waited until after the House voted 
impeachment, and then ordered the attack, he 
could be accused of trying to influence the Senate 
conduct of an impeachment trial, which could 
drag on so long that today’s emergency would 
become tomorrow’s lost opportunity. 

So, if Mr. Clinton and his advisors, based on 
substantial information and sound logic, really 
believed that military action against Iraq was

essential, he had little choice about the timing. 
The answer was “Now.”

LARGER QUESTIONS, however, beg for 
resolution. 

Are bombing and missile strikes by the US. 
against Iraq the most effective way to save the 
world from poison gas, biological warfare, 
nuclear attack and other Hussein weapons of hor- 
rible and mass destruction? 

Ah, that’s yet another debate. 

And should the U.S. be acting almost alone 
(Great Britain was the only ally in our comer 
when the attack was ordered) to save the world, 
or should we act only in concert with deep sup- 
port from most of the rest of the world? Do we 
have license to act however and whenever we 
choose? 

That, too, is another debate. 

But we are where we are. In this emergency, 
the United States should present a solid front, and 
the President should be given solid public sup- 
port. 

Although the holy season of Christmas has 
been a bit besmirched by our country’s immedi- 
ate military stnkes, let us all offer an extra 
Christmas prayer that somehow the methods of 
war will lead to a more secure, a more lasting 
peace on earth.

MDOT will continue 
improvements in 1999 


MDOT looks ahead to an even 
busier 1999 construction season 

As Michiganians travel to spend 
the holidays with family and 
friends, they can take comfort in 
knowing the road they travel is 
likely to be smoother and safer 
thanks to a record 1998 construc- 
tion season. 

The passage of Governor 
Engler’s Build Michigan II plan 
and the passage of TEA-21, have 
resulted in, a first time ever, $1 bil- 
lion being spent on road and bridge 
repair across the state. 

“The 1998 construction season 
was highly productive, resulting in 
road and bridge improvements to 
many of the state’s heavily traveled 
roads, highways and bridges.” said 
State Transportation Director James 
R. DeSana. “This year there was a 
total of 503 projects started. of 
which more than 400 were com- 
pleted on-time or early, several pro- 
jects were completed as much as 
one year early.”

A large portion of the work 
planned for the 1999 construction 
season is ready to go when spring 
arrives.

By the end of our fiscal year 
(September 30, 1998) the 
Commission on Aging had provid- 
ed 4.978 hours of homemaking 
services, 760 hours of respite, 459 
personal care hours, 36,503 
meals-on-wheels and 13,172 
meals at the center. 

The Commission on Aging has 
been in service for over 25 years. 
Crawford County has approxi- 
mately 3,292 seniors living in the 
area. 

Forty-three percent of the 
seniors are frail and low income; 
20%of the seniors have no family 
living in the area to check on them 
daily; 68% of these are elderly, 
single persons living on a fixed 
income and many of the widows 
have little more than social securi- 
ty to sustain their immediate 
needs. 

Through the services we offer. 
we can provide help to seniors in 
maintaining a quality lifestyle to 
live independently in their own 
homes, so they can live with self- 
respect and status as a senior citi- 
zen. 

Our services are based on need, 
not on income. We do appreciate 
any contributions for services. The 
contributions we receive help us 
stay within our budget. 

At the center this past year we 
have hosted many different activi- 
ties, including special dinners, 
card clubs, pantry bingo and out- 
ings, in addition to “just being 
there” for seniors. 

Through fund-raisers we raised 
enough money to purchase a video 
camera, and with the help of 
Weyerhaeuser and the Eagles we 


were able to purchase a new dou- 

ble-door freezer and refrigerator.

Red Cross 


1998 has been an exciting year 
for the Red Cross. In Crawford 
County we were able to expand 
our services in every aspect. 

Our goal for the year was to 
expand the capabilities within the 
chapter’s northern lower Michigan 


jurigdiction. The people of 
Crawford County have helped in 
this goal, which resulted in more 
accessibility to Red Cross services 
in Crawford County and its sur- 
rounding areas. 

Our disaster response efforts 
included helping the victims of 
home fires and developing agree- 
ments with local organizations in 
preparation for a major disaster. 

The big event for our chapter 
was the 'windstorin in August that 
devastated Gaylord for a period of 
time. 

The response from Crawford 


County disaster volunteers was a_ 


huge help in the relief effort. One- 

hundred percent participation by 

these volunteers was achieved. 
Tis is an indication that’ the 


consolidation of the 12 counties in 
northem lower Michigan into one 
chapter was a valid plan. 
Consolidating the expertise and 
resources of the many trained vol- 
unteers in our area helped us to 
support an operation this size. 

It took 31 trained volunteers 
over a week to service 19 families 
who sought help after the Gaylord 
windstorm. We were able to han- 
dle the operation with local 
resources, without the outside help 
of the national Red Cross. We are 
proud of this accomplishment and 
are working hard to expand our 
capabilities to respond to any 
major disaster event that may hit 
our area, ; 

Health and Safety services are 
more accessible than ever before. 
People can access Red Cross 
Programs by contacting the office 
or an Authorized Provider. 
Authorized Providers in the area 
include Mercy Hospital and 
Northflight EMS. 

New programs have been intro- 


duced in Grayling, including 
Babysitter’s Training, Sports 
Safety Training and Emergency 
Response. 

Instructor development has 
increased the number of instruc- 
tors by 85 percent. We hope to 
continue the growth of programs 
and instructors this next year. 

Armed Forces Emergency 
Services and International Tracing 
have continued with no break- 
downs in communication. We had 
one family that was reunited with 
family members in Russia. That 
was a fare Service, and one that we 
were very excited to be involved 
in. 


Blood. services have collected 


above goal, and the Red Cross is 
very impressed with the giving 
nature of the people in Crawford 
County. 

Our office is now located in the 
Grayling Mini Mall. We are able to 
provide training there and provide 
customer support on a regular 
basis.

ready for the ‘98-99 snowmobile 
season. The trail preparation work 
was all done at the expense of 
AVSA, since DNR funding short- 
falls didn’t allow for payment this 
year. 

One of the biggest developments 
for the AVSA was the purchase of a 
new, 130-horsepower Holland trac- 
tor, which the association volun- 
teers used in part to help with the 
trail preparation. The tractor is also 
equipped with a drag for trail 
grooming. 

The AVSA officially adopted a 
slogan this year: “Volunteers for 
better trails.” AVSA is an all-volun- 
teer operation. 

The association, in its fifth year of 
operation, also came up with a mis- 
sion statement this year: “To pro- 
vide the community and the snow- 
mobiling public with an expanded, 
improved, user friendly and safer 
trail system.”

Due to the unfavorable weather in 
1998. Grayling Recreation 
Authority (GRA) struggled with 
Operations at Hanson Hills Winter 
Sports Park. Cross Country Skiing 
could not open until January [0 and 
Family Fun Night was canceled. 
Luckily. six inches of snow fell just 
days before the Michigan Cup 
Marathon and Hanson Hills Classic 
races allowing approximately 300 
Nordic skiers to compete in these 
two events.

R.O.O.C., Inc. is a community 
rehabilitation organization gov- 
emed by the C.0.0.R. Intermediate 
School District Board of Education. 
The letters in our name represent 
the counties we typically provide 
services in: Crawford, Ogemaw, 
Oscoda, and Roscommon. 

ROOC’s mission is to ensure all 
individuals with disabilities receive 
comprehensive, efficient, and inte- 
grated community employment 
choices and services that maximize 
individual independence. 

As the year 1998 began, staff and 
consumers continued to prepare for 
national accreditation through 
CARF, the Rehabilitation 
Accreditation Commission. 

In April, the CARF surveyors 
arrived and conducted the accredi- 
tation survey. Six weeks later, 
ROOC received notification that a 
Three-Year Accreditation was 
awarded, which represents the 
highest level of accreditation 
achievable. 

The accredited services included 
Employment Services, Community 
Employment Services, 
Organizational Employment 
Services, and Community Support 


Services: Personal, Social and 
Community Support Services. 

ROOC has received this level of 
accreditation for six consecutive 
surveys over a period of 18 years. 

During the spring. ROOC’s con- 
sumers and staff elected to enroll in 
the Adopt-A-Road program. 
Approximately 10 miles of road- 
way in Roscommon County was 
assigned. Consistent with our mis- 
sion. this opportunity allows indi- 
viduals with disabilities opportuni- 
ties to access the community and to 
demonstrate their contributions to 
the community. The assignment 
requires roadway clean-up in the 
spring and fall. 

The week of October 11-17 
marked “Investing in Ability Week” 
(IAW). [AW began in Michigan in 
1988 as a means of making employ- 
ers aware of the skills that people 
with disabilities possess. and that 
employment of these individuals 
makes good business sense. 

During this week ROOC hosted a 
breakfast for area businesses that 
employ individuals with disabili- 
ties. Several local businesses 
attended. 

At the close of the year, ROOC, 
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via the COOR ISD Board of 
Education. selects an individual to 
receive the Ralph Sperry Memorial 
Award, This award is given to an 
individual for his commitment in 
working with, supporting and/or 
promoting the community integra- 
tion of individuals with disabilities. 

For 1998. F/Lt James F. Mueller 
of the Houghton Lake State Police 
Post was selected as the recipient of 
the award. F/Lt Mueller has provid- 
ed support to individuals providing 
janitorial services at the Houghton 
Lake Post under contract with 
ROOC for nearly 12 years, 

Over the course of the year, 
ROOC, in partnership with many 
local employers, placed and main- 
tained several individuals in vari- 
ous jobs either directly for the 
employers or through contact with 
ROOC. 

ROOC appreciates the many 
Grayling area businesses, past and 
present, that have provided employ- 
ment opportunities and invested in 
the abilities of the citizens of our 
community.

After just five weeks of 
hard work we moved in on 
November 9. 

This event was brought about 
with team work from our Board of 
Directors, various volunteers, the 
Crawford AuSable Building Trades 
Class and a great deal of support 
from the community. 

We close our year by administer- 
ing the “Crawford County 
Community Service” Christmas 
Project for the sixth year. 


when the railroad no longer used 
it.

The museum has had a very suc- 
cessful year. It hosted its First 
Annual Heritage Day on August 8, 
and it was a very successful and 
enjoyable day. Besides the “over- 
the-fence” bake sale there were

old time crafts. 

Over 300 people visited the 
museum that day and observed the 
demonstrators. It is expected that

Kirtland Community College 


“It has been a year of self-exami- 


nation,” said Kirtland Community 
College (KCC) President Dorothy 
N. Franke. “We've been conducting 
a self-study of our operations for 
more than a year, to help us prepare 
for an extensive examination and 
on-site visit in February 1999 by the 
North Central Association, a task 
we undergo every 10 years to main- 
tain our accreditation.” 

“The NCA looks at all our opera- 
tions,” continued Franke, “staff. 
faculty, academic requirements, the 
curriculum, fiscal responsibility, 
and institutional effectiveness. It’s 
quite a job; we have to ask our- 
selves some very tough questions 
and we may not always like the 
answers. But that’s how we 
improve.” 

Self-examination did not slow 
progress at Kirtland. Enrollment 
reached more than 3,150. More than 
250 students graduated with 
Associate Degrees and Certificates. 
Kirtland’s Regional Police 
Academy held its sixth and seventh 


graduations, and its first 
Corrections Officers Academy 
graduation. 


District voters elected three new 
members to the College's Board of 
Trustees, which in turn named a 
new chairperson, Ken Roberts. 

President Franke was selected to 
speak at Oxford University in 
England. - 

The college began construction of 
its $7.4 million building expansion 
program to provide more than 
50,000 square feet of new class- 
room and laboratory space. 

KCC welcomed visitors from 
Beijing Union University in China 
and entered into a faculty/student 
exchange program. 

Kirtland received more than 
$138,000 in state-funded scholar- 
ship grants for students pursuing 
training for skilled technical jobs. 

KCC helped write a grant for and 
entered into an agreement to build 
and operate a $5.2 million Technical 
Training Center Task Force. If fund- 
ed by the state, the center will pro- 


vide training to help meet northern 
Michigan's need for skilled employ- 
ees. 

Kirtland’s Center for the 
Performing Arts provided 12 
months of top-rated professional 
entertainment and scores of perfor- 
mances for 6.500 elementary chil- 
dren throughout its four-county dis- 
trict. 

The College presented another 
year of its Controlled Burn Reading 
series, featuring nationally 
acclaimed poets and authors. Its 
academic and occupational pro- 
grams continued to flourish. 

Kirtland looked in the mirror in 
1998. Questions were asked in a 
400-resident sample public opinion 
phone survey. and again during a 
focus group meeting of area media 
representatives, to learn what peo- 
pie think about the college, and how 
it can improve its programs and ser- 
vices. For the most part, the answers 
returned were very positive. 

It was a good year, with good 
things done. 
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In May of 1998 South Branch 
Township Supervisor Arlen 
Huffman surprised his township by 
resigning after 12 and-a-half' years 
of service. 

Huffman’s position was filled on 
June 1, 1998, by Joe Myers, who 
was chosen from a list of seven

One of the most significant 
developments for the township was 
the refuse contract, which expired 
in December.

JTPA programs offer classroom 
training, customized training pro- 
grams, work experience, on-the- 
job training and job search assis- 
tance. JTPA was established in 
1983 to prepare youth, adults and 
seniors for entry into the labor 
market leading to permanent 
employment, with emphasis on 
disadvantaged individuals and 
laid-off workers. 

Welfare Reform programs offer 
individuals training in job-seeking 
skills and several employment 
training options. 

These programs include Work 
First, launched in 1994 to provide 
welfare recipients with skills lead- 
ing to immediate employment. The 
Food Stamp and Non-Custodial 
Parent Programs were recently 
added to aid those receiving 
Temporary Assistance for Needy 
Families (TANF) with job search 
assistance.

| Social Security’s policy to help domestic violence victims 


Social Security Commissioner Kenneth S. 
Apfel announced that the Social Security 
Administration (SSA) is changing its policy to 
make it easier for victims of domestic violence to 
obtain a new Social Security number, 

The change in policy is designed to help bat- 
tered, abused and harassed individuals elude 
their abuser, and to reduce the risk of further vio- 
lence. 

The change will provide for the assignment of 
a new Social Security number based on an indi- 
vidual’s written affirmation of the domestic 


abuse, supported by a third-party affidavit from 
sources such as police, medical professionals or 
locally-recognized battered victims shelters. 

Previously, SSA required evidence showing 
that an individual is being abused and that mis- 
use of the Social Security number was playing a 
role in carrying out that abuse. 

In addition, SSA is taking additional steps to 
improve services to victims of domestic vio- 
lence. They include: 

* posting information about domestic violence 
on its web site; 


* advising people about what other steps they 
should take to protect themselves; and 

¢ providing individuals with important referral 
information. 

“The importance of this policy change cannot 
be overestimated. Domestic violence plagues 
the lives of millions of Americans, most often 
women, and I am pleased that we are able to 
make our process of issuing new Social Security 
numbers less cumbersome, and to make it easier 
for battered, abused and harassed individuals to 
begin a better life.” said Commissioner Apfel.

hantavirus and tuberculosis.” 

Many routines taught by the pro- 
gram are not new, and many were 
passed on to us by our parents.
